Chicago, September 2!.—Four officials 
of the Schwarzschild & Sulzberger Pack- 
ing Company, of Chicago, were fined an 
aggregate of $25,000 by Judge Humphrey 
in the United States district court here 
today. The fines followed a plea of guil- 
ty to indictments charging conspiracy to 
accept railroad rebates. The defendants 
were: Samuel E. Weil, of New York, 
vice president of the company; B. 8. Cus- 
sey, traffic manager;: Vance D. Skipworth 
and Charles E. Todd, assistant traffic 
managers. Mr, Weil was fined $10,000, 
the other three $5,000 each. 

With the entering of the plea, the dece 
laration was made that unless at least 
one of the cases is immediately settled, 
the life of Samuel Weil, who is vice presi. 
dent of the company, and is one of the 
defendants, is in jeopardy. - He ig said to 
be a nervous wreck, and fears were ene 
tertained for his life if he had been al- 
lowed to continue under the strain of a 
trial.

Some (Matural Phenomena. 

Editor Constitution: Under the head 
of ‘Natural. Curliosities,’’ allow me to 
call the attention of our horticulturists 
to some I have come across in my 
tramps. They are above the ordinary, 
and, if propagated, we could have some 
superior fruits and nuts. 

While it seems that the days of ohest- 
nuts and ohinkapins are past In this sec- 
tion, I may mention what has Deen. 
When I was a boy a large chestnut tree 
stood in the fork of the road, now in 
front of Asbury Hodgson'’s in Athens, 
that bore chestnuts as large as a silver 
half doHar. It was cut down without 
a thought of pianting from it, the only 
one of its kind ever heard of in this 
country. 

Eight miles below Athens, on the Bf- 
lups place, I found a very large chinka- 
pin tree that bore as many as three 
chinkapins in one burr, one was two 
and a half inches in diameter. I gave 
three of them to a farmer and he plant- 
ed them, but the war came on, he died 
and they were lost. 

There are now two large persimmon 
trees on Linton’s place, just out of 
Athens, that are seedless. They arse 
good sized and well flavored. I have 
eaten them from the time I was a boy. 

In 1880 I was in McDuffie county pros- 
pecting for gold, stopping at Dr. Do- 
zier’s. In my rambles I crossed a fence 
a half mile, northeasterly direction, from 
the house, I found quite a. patch of 
square blackberries. They were from 
! to | Il-2 inches long, every one of which 
bad four square sides, the outer end 
rounded like the end of a finger. I 
ate quite a few of them and they were 
as well flavored as any I ever tasted. 

I have been tok (I don’t remember by 
whom) that there was a tree some 5 
miles south of Atlanta that bore seed- 
less persimmons about 2 inches in diam- 
eter. There is a persimmon tree in Oco- 
nee county that bears fruit equally as | 
large, but not seedless. I mention tnese 
few extraordinary things of wild growth, 
hoping that this may cause others to 
watch for such things. Suppose our old 
fields were stocked with suoah varieties. 
To say nothing of the blackberry that 
nearly everybody is fond of in some 
way.

Several states which have instituted 


quarantine regulations are up in arms 
against the health boards and health 
officers who make a charge for health 
certificates. Tennessee has adopted 4 
regulation under which it refuses to 
accept any health certificates for which 
a charge has been made. Arkansas has 
adopted or is about ‘to adopt similar 
reguiation. It is said these states will 
hereafter require that inere be stamped 
or printed on the certificate a statement 
to the effect that no fee was exacted 
for it.

The Union’s Side of the Case. 


(From The Atlanta Journal of Labor. 

The International Typographical Union 
of America, at its convention in August, 
1904, after due consideration, passed a 
resolution providing ft\¥at on and after 
January |, !906, the book and job ‘print- 
ers of America would demand an eight- 
tour work day. : 

The Typothetae of America is com- 
posed of a large number of the employ- 
ing printers of America. In its organi- 
zation it follows closely along the lines 
of the International Typographical Union. 

The International Typographical Union 
has no spirit of resentment or antago- 
nism to t®e typothetae. Labor unionists, 
demanding the right for themselves to 
organize and cooperate for their mutual 
welfare, cheerfully accord to the capi- 
talists or employers equal rights to com- 
bine for their welfare. Indeed, the wisest 
leaders among the employers and labor 
unionists are beginning to realize and 
openly declare that the surest way of 
settling the problems of capkail and labor 
is for employers to organize among 
themselves, and for employees to form | 
even vaster, more cohesive and harmo- 
nious labor organizations, so that labor 
and capital can meet upon common 
ground; collectively, discuss, confer and 
agree upon wage scales, hours of labor, 
etc., thereby causing less jar and fric- 
tion than there would result from heter- 
ogenous and conflicting aggregations of 
employers and masses of employees. 

All there is needed are splendid or- 
ganizations on both sides, and a broad 
spirit of tolerance, conciliation and mu- 
tual good will. 

Recently the typothetae has shown a 
disposition to unfairly forestall the action 
of the International Typographical Union 
in its purpose to bring about the eight- 
hour work day. The employing printers 
refused utterly to have any conference 
on such subject whatever, and they fol- 
lowed up such action of the printers’ 
convention by inaugurating ‘“lockouts’’ 
of the printers in Chicago under the 
specious guise of an “open shop.” Their 
purpose is manifest. They design to 
precipitate the struggle in isolated sec- 
tions, and propose to whip the Interna- 
tional Typographical Union in detail. 
They design to disorganize the forces of 
the International Typo Union, 
to break down the local unions here and 
there, in advance of January !, so ---at, 
having effected their purpose in Chicago 
and other large centers, they will be able 
to furnish nonunion or “scab” printers to 
other localities jn January. They thus 
seek to take advantage of the long in- 
terim given by the International Typo- 
graphical Union in a spirit of fairness 
and friendliness, by mining and sapping 
its forces, and exhausting its treasury 
by lockouts here and there, between now 
and the time fixed by the Internationa]

Atlanta will have a new meffcal cdl- 
lege, which will open October 3. 

The Atlanta Schoof of Medicine is the 
name the founders, who are all well 
known physicians of Atlanta and nelgh- 
boring Georgia cities, have selected for 
the new institution. 

The plan of the new school has been 
laid on broad lines, and will be aoreast 
of any of tthe more pretentious medical 
colleges of the north and east. 

The quarters of the Atlanta School of 
Medicine will be, for a time, in the Ma- 
son’s annuity building. It is plagned, 
however, to build later on when the 
new college will have a home suitable 
to an institution of its importance.

‘There will, of course, be strenuous 
rivalry between the two colleges, but 
there is room here for both of them; and 
knowing as I do all the men who are 
associated with the Atlanta College of 
‘Physicians and Surgeons, [ anticipate 
nothing but friendly feeling between 
everybody connected. 

“In order for us to get a start, we will, 
of course, have to make our tultion fees 
lower than those of the old college for a 
year or two, but the institution ts well 
backeg financially and will not suffer.”

Atlantic and Birmingham Ar- 
bitrators Want te See 
the Property. 


The Atlantic and Birmingham board o- 
arbitration heid a meeting at the capitol] 
yesterday afternoon and was in session 
for several hours.

TO COTTON MILL 


New Plant. at LaGrange Has 
Over $200,000 of the 
$250,000 Stock. 


Fuller Calloway, of LaGrange, who 
came up to Atlanta yesterday to attend 
the Atlantic amg Birmingham arbitra- 
tion as umpire, brought with. him the 
stock subscription list for the new cot- 
ton mill which it is proposed to build 
in that city. 

He was about fifteen minutes late in 
arriving at the meeting of the arbitrators, 
which was to have been held at noon. 

“I woulag have been here promptly.” 
said Mr. Calloway, “but when I tell you 
what delayed me I know you will excuse 
me. As 1 was coming over to the capitol 
I met three men who have taken an in- 
terest in cotton mil] development in the 
south, and spoke to them on the sub- 
ject of the new mill in LaGrange. As 4 
result they put their names down on this 
list for $10,000 worth of stock. I have 
seldom been late at an appointment, but 
1 believe that is a valid excuse.’’

000 of the $250,000 capita} stock for the 
new mil] has mow been secured, and the 
balance will be signed up within the next 
few days.

RAILROADS BALK AT RATE. 


Friction Over Circular 309 Results 
in Petitions in Federal 
Court. 


The controversy between the Atlanta 
Stove Works and the various railroads 
running through Georgia concerning 
freight rates will come before the courts 
again in the course of a week or 59. 

The Atlanta Stove Works, in petitions 
fileq yesterday in the United States court, 
claim that the Southern railroad has dis- 
regarded the rate of freight fixed by the 
raijroad commission of Georgia on 
stoves. 

The petition recites that on August 29 
three stoves were shipped to Columbus, 
Ga. ‘That the rate of freight, 90 cents, 
as laid down in circular 309 of the com- 
mission, was tendered the agent of the 
Southern by the Atlanta Stove Works, 
as payment of the freight on the stoves. 
This money. was refuse by the Sovth- 
ern’s agent, who claimed that it Was in- 
sufficient. 

In answering the petition the Southern 
railroad, through its attorneys, claim 
that the rate prescribed in circular 309 
has never become effective as there were 
legal prohibitions against it. 

The railroad asks that the mandamus 
proceedings which the Atlanta Stove 
Works seeks to have brought against 
them be set aside and that the Atlanta 
Stove Works be ordered to pay the costs 
of the court occasioned by their suit. 

A similar suit was instituted against 
the Louisville and Nashville and the Al- 
lantic Coast Line road as lessees Of the 
Georgia railroad. '
